DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1. Applicant's reply, filed 2/11/2008, has been received. Claims 1, 3, 6-7, 9-15, 17, 
20-21, and 23-28 are pending. Claims 2, 4-5, 8, 16, 18-19, 22, and 29-30 are 
cancelled. Claims 1 and 15 are amended. 

Response to Amendments 

2. Applicant's amendment's, filed 2/1 1/2008, with respect to claims have been fully 
considered. In light of the applicant's arguments, previous 112, first and second 
paragraph, rejection of claims 3, 9, 17, and 23 are withdrawn. It is now understood that 
the incline portions and stopper work together during operation of the device and are 
not mutually different embodiments. The applicant has amended independent claims 1 
and 15 to incorporate the limitations of claims 5 and 19 which were indicated as 
containing allowable subject matter. Hence, the rejection of claims 1 , 10-1 5, 21 , and 
24-27 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jahrling (US Patent 
Application Publication No. US2003/0075517) in view of Doepke (US Patent No. 
3726581 ) are withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In claim 15, line 22, - replace "caught on the" with "seated upon on the" 
Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 , 3, 6-7, 9-1 5, 1 7, 20-21 and 23-28 allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: upon further 
searching the most pertinent prior art reference is Schroder (EPO Patent Publication 
EP0033483) which teaches a rack adjustment device; however, it does not teach or 
suggest the simultaneous engagement of the stopper with the seating of the first incline 
portion nor the button pushed towards the rack for release of the device.
